UNDREDS of acres in Wensliey- 

dale, Yorkshire, were flooded re- 
cently; when, following a rapid thaw,, 
Accompanied by heavy. rain and a 
strong wind, the River Ure burst its 
banks. Many roads were under 
water, but later In the day the wind 
dropped and the floods receded to o 
large extent. By nightfull oll roads 
were passable with caution, but the 
water was still six Inches deep in 
rome parts. 


When the River Aire overflowed 
fis bonks at Kirkstall, Leeds, flood 
water to a depth of nearly two feet 
entered the enginc-room basement of 
the city’s power station. There was 
danger of the plant being brought to 
a standsti} but, after ubout seven 
hours pumping by the Fire Brigade, 
the water was almost cleared. No 
damagic was done and there was no 
interference with the electricity sup- 
ply. : : 

The Hereford-Hay-Brecon . road 
was flooded to a depth of two feet 
and on the Leominster-Hay road, 
where the water was <still rising, 
there were patches elghteen to 
twenty-four inches deep. In the 
Midlands trouble was experienced at 
Kenilworth Ford and the road was 
flooded to a depth of fourteen inches.

During the London Naval Con- 
ference of 1020, Admiral "Kanji"

was recently Home Minister in the 
Konoye Cabinet. 

Overriding Admiral Kato's opposi-~ 
tion, the then Premier, - Mr. Yuki 
Hamaguchi, submitted the proposals 
of the Conference for Imperial 
sanction. Admiral Kato Is reported 
thereupon to have procecded to the 
Imperial Palace — to plead that the 
decsiiona of the London Naval Con- 
ference would impair Japan’s de- 
fences, .

The Admiral ‘completed hla 
memuirs on the night of February 2 
when he jokingly remarked to his 
family, “I have finished all my worl. 

Early next 
morning while taking his. bath he 
was seized with the apoplectic 
stroke, which proved fatal,

The patient lies on a couch, one 
electrode under the pillow. Wooden 
arms support two other clectrodes, 
one for cach eye, covered with soft 
pads which press lightly on the eyes.

By contemporary European 
standards the programme which 
the Military Affairs Committce 
of the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives yesterday approved to 
Congress for defence is com- 
paratively modest.

ing u sudden emergency. 

” president Roosevelt, it will be 
recalled, recently reminded Con- 
gress that it was 14 months 
-after the entry of America into 
the last .war before she was 
ready to take part in a major 
engagement. Thanks to the 
rapid development more especi- 
ally of the air weapon, no such 
respite for preparation could be 
counted on in a future war. In 
thig new situation the existing 
‘defence forces of the United 
States may be found somewhat 
inadequate and there is some 
reason on insistence for imme- 
diate action. ' 

Only very recently and with 
difficulty has it been brought 
honie to the people of Great Bri- 
tain that modern conditions 
have shattered their age-long 
geographical immunity from at- 
tack, From being one of the least 
vulnerable islands Great Britain 
has become in the course of a 
fow years one of the most vul- 
nernble countries in the world.

Schlager, acting Dean of the Depart- 
ment of Social Sciences at Linsgman 
University, yesterday gave na talk at 
the St. Francis Hotel to members of 
the ¥’s Men's Club on “The Future 
of the Sino-Japanese War.” 


No country hns been s0 universally 
condemned as has Japan, protests re- 
“sulting not Jn reduced nggression but 
In on enlarging of the sphere of 
netivities in China, said the spealccr, 
while indignation has been repeatedly 
aroused ‘by reports of excesses com- 
mitted by the invading force. 
Finally, for economic recsons and a 
growing apprehension regarding the 
future “open door” polley in China, 
world Powers ore taking a progres- 
sively strong ant!-Japanese stand. 


In the cconomic field, said Dr: 
Lauten-Schlager, Japan's sacrifices 
have far outrun China's losses, more 
especially as it becomes apparent 
that China is still able to raise large 
sums oversets to carry on her re- 
sistance. The  “seorched — earth" 
policy, too, has meant that in the 
areas occupied by Japan the economic 
basis for profit has been destroyed. 

Time works for China, declared the 
speaker, and while a vast army fs 
stationed in occupied China, neces- 
sary reconstruction cannot proceed. 


A New China 


The speaker pointed out that both 
the Communists and the Muslims in 
the North-West are for Chinu, while 
in the West a new and better China 
is being developed owing to the long 
period of migration Sn that direction 
by better class familles, thus hasten- 
ing both economic and national de- 
velopment, g 


Looking to the future, Dr. Lauten- 
Schlager declared his belicf that 
Chinn will fight: on, the fact that 
without having to face defections the 
Chinese Government was nble to 
readjust itself after the loss of Can- 
ton and Hankow proving that China's 
splrit is unbroken, 

“With Chinese loyalty rallying to 
the Generalissimo, with world opinion 
rallying to China, with. internatonal 
tension grownig, with economic strain 
Increasing, and with Chinese resis- 
tance stiffening, it is not likely that 
the Japanese military can go an to 
conquer the vast. territories and the 
reorganised millions of the West and 
South-West. It is even extremely 
doubtful whether Japan can really 
subdue and consolidate the terri- 
tories she has already partially occu- 
pled but has not been uble to con- 
quer,” concluded the speaker.

Witir the object of perfecting the 
spiritual preparedness of the nation 
for the proposed construction of a 
new order in Enst Asia, the Govern- 
ment, following to-day's Cablinct 
Council, has: formally declded to 
reorganize the so-called “National 
Spiritual General Mobilization Move- 
ment” parallel) to the drives, for 
replenishing national resources and 
strengthening, the general mobillzna- 
tlon of material resources. 

The draft resolution stressing the 
Importance of the new movement 
which was. approved by the Cabinet 
meeting to-day indicates that in 
order to effectuate the new move- 
ment, the existing Central Lengue for 
N.S.G. will be reorganized, while a 
new joint organ will be established 
in the Cablnet between the Govern- 
ment and the people for co-ordinating 
practical measures, 

‘The new Government orgen will be 
known as the “Natlonal Spiritual 
General Mobilization Committec” 
subject to the direct supervision of 
the Prime Minister. With — the 
Minister of Education, General Baron 
Araki, appointed! Chairman, the 
Committee will enlist the service of 
Government — officials concerned, 
executives of the Central Learue, 
members of both Houses of the Dict, 
and other distinguished characters 
from various circles, 

The Central League, whose regu- 
lations and personnel will be 
drastically reformed, will be com- 
missioned, , to put into practice 
throughout” the country tho plans 
determined by the Government com-~ 
mittee.

Large Areas Of Land 
And Roads Flooded 


Naval Boat 
Capsizes 
In Gale 


UNDREDS of. acres in Wensley- 

dale, Yorkshire, were flooded re- 
cently; when, following a rapid thaw, 
accompanied by heavy raln and a 
strong wind, the River Ure burst its 
banks, Many roads were under 
water, but later in the day the wind 
dropped and the floods receded to a 
Jarge extent. By nightfall all roads 
were passable with caution, but the 
water was still six Inches deep In 
come ‘parts. s 


When the River Aire overflowed 
its banks: at Kirkstall, Leeds, flood 
water to a depth of nearly two fect 
entered the engine-room basement of 
the city’s power station. There was 
danger of the plant being brought to 
a standstill but, after about seven 
hours pumping by the Fire Brigade, 
the water was almost cleared. No 
damage was done and there was no 
interference with the electricity sup- 
ply. 

The Hereford-Hay-Brecon road 
was flooded to a depth of two feet 
and on the Leominster-Hay road, 
where the water was still rising, 
there were patches eighteen to 
twenty-four Inches deep. In the 
Midlands trouble was experienced at 
Kenllworth Ford and the road was 
flooded to a depth of fourteen inches. 

A tondslide in North Wales com- 
pletely bigcked The Caernorvon- 

eddgelert road, Traffte was divert- 
ed, but after four hours the debris 
was sufficiently cleared to permit the 
resumption of slngle-line traMc, 

Heavy rain on Saturday and thaw- 
ing of snow on high sround caused 
the Severn to overflow |. its banks 
along the forty miles from Cacrws to 
Shrewsbury. Low-lying houses were 
flooded.

The 
boat wis making for Castletown 
Pier, and it is stated that she struck 
a submerged wreck. A launch from 
HLM.S, Salamander was near and the 
men were pulled out.of the rough 
seu. 


There are fears for the safely of 
lending telegraphist belonging to the 
Sharpshooter os it Is not known 
whether he was on the launch or not. 
When pulled out of the water the 
men were taken to ‘a naval hospitat. 

Two of five Royal Air Force sea- 
planes moored in Falmouth Harbour, 
were slightly damaged when the 
motor-coaster Polperro dragged on- 
chor and became unmanageable dur- 
ing the gale. The Polperro fouled 
one of the acroplanes, striking a wing 
and damaged the wing of another

No Safety In Isolation 


By contemporary European 
standards the programme which 
the Military Affairs Committee 
of the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives yesterday approved to 
Congress for defence is com- 
paratively modest. The Com- 
mittee has approved President 
Roosevelt's request for a total 
appropriation, over and above 
the ordinary defence budget, of 
£105,000,000, of which £42,000,- 
000 is to be expended by the 
middle of next year. What is 
chiefly noteworthy about this 
expenditure is not the amount 
but the object, which is to im- 
prove the effectivencss of the 
United States defences in mect- 
ing.a,sudden emergency. 

President Roosevelt, it will be 
recalled, recently reminded Con- 
gress that it was 14 months 
after the entry of Amcrica into 
the last war'‘before she was 
ready to take part in a major 
engagement. Thanks to the 
‘rapid development more especi- 
ally of the air weapon, no such 
respite for preparation could be 
counted on ina future war. In 
thig new situation the existing 
defence forces of the United 
States may be found somewhat 
inadequate and there is some 
reason on insistence for imme- 
diate action. 

Only very recently and with 
difficulty has it been brought 
home to the people of Great Bri- 
tain that modern conditions 
have shattered their ,age-long 
geographical immunity from at- 
“tack, From being one of the least 
vulnerable islands Great Britain 
has become in, the course of a 
few years one of the most vul- 
-nerable- countries in the world. 
The United States, though a 
good deal farther away from 
probable centres of aggression, 
ig no longer so far away that 
she can continue to presume 
upon the protection of, distance 
alone. Such is the expanding 
range, speed and capacity of the 
acroplane that if sho is not yet 
accessible to the bomber to-day 
she, may be to-morrow. She 
finds herself faced as never be- 
foro with . tho risk. of attack 
from other continents.

The circular also reveals that 
many Jews have been selling their 
houses and other real estate at values 
prevailing In 1035, Instead of cutrent 
values, with a resultant general de- 
-preciation of real cstate prices. 

The announcement orders that in 
eases where such = property — ts 
liquidated, s must be at prices 
generally ¢ int now. 

The difficultics revealed by this 
circular support the belicf of well- 
informed financial cxperts that the 
Government is not likely, {n the end, 
to obtain more than o half of the 
total fine, particulorly as Jewish real 
estate is already heavily indebted.

A breeze gradunily got up and by 
midnight it was blowing .. strongly. 
The sen began to rise and, though 
the Sea Dragon did not take water 
over her bow, many waves broke 
over her amidships. By noon on Sun- 
day she had covercd 98 miles and 
was about 20 miles beyond Chelang 
point. 

The sevs now became heavy and 
the junk mude slow progress in the 
face of a stiff wind. At 7.30 p.m. on 
Sunduy she was off Breakers Point 
and at 9.30 am. next morning she 
wag still there, trying vainly to make 
Progress against huge seas. Soon the 
hopelessness of continuing on this 
course was scen and Captain' John 
Welch decided to alter course to the 
enst to take hlm round the southern 
tlp of Formosa, The wind played the 
Junk an unkind turn and vecred 
further to the east, right In the face 
of the rugged Uttle craft, 


Mast Carries Away 


In the 24 hours between noon Sun- 
day and noon Monday the Sea: Dra- 
on covered only 44 miles, “At 7 a.m. 
on Monday the radio mast carried 
away und Seaman A, D, Flagg swayed 
for an hour in the bosun's chair above 
the wilaty pitching ship while he put 
things right. 

At 8 am, on Tuesday Potter, who 
had suffered o recurrence of the ile 
ness which put him jn hospital: for 
few days before the snip's departure, 
took to his bunk and became stcadiy 
worse.

The Sovicts then attacked the 
Japenese frontier outpost in the rear, 
whereupon the Japanese patrol re- 
turned the attack and repulsed the 
invading Sovicts, the dispatches say. 

Another 20 Soviet troops armed 
with a feld-gun and several machine- 
guns again crossed the border and 
attacked the Japanese border outpost 
at 4 p.m. on the following day. 
Responding to the Sovict affront, the 
Japanese repulsed them after four 
hours of fighting.

No Safety In Isolation 


By contemporary European 
standards the programme which 
the ‘Military Affairs Committee 
of the US. House of Representa- 
tives yesterday. approved to 
Congress for defence is com- 
paratively modest. The Com- 
mittee has approved President 
Roosevelt's request for a total 
appropriation, over and above 
the ordinary defence budget, of 
£105,000,000, of which £42,000,- 
000 is to be expended by the 
middle of next year. What is 
chiefly noteworthy about this 
expenditure is not the amount 
but the object, which is to im- 
prove the effectivencss of the 
United States defences in meet- 
ing a sudden emergency. 

President Roosevelt, it will be 
recalled, recently reminded Con- 
gress that it was 14 months 
after the entry of America into 
the last war before she was 
ready to take part in a major 
engagement. Thanks to the 
rapid development more especi- 
ally of the air weapon, no such 
respite for preparation could be 
counted on in a future war. In 
thig new situation the existing 
defence forces of the United 
States may be found somewhat 
inadequate and there is some 
reason on insistence for imme- 
diate action. : 

Only very recently and with 
difficulty has it been brought 
home to the people of Great Bri- 
tain that modern conditions 
have shattered their age-long 
geographical immunity from at- 
tack, From being one of the least
